Week’s Output Dips Slightly to 29,910 Units; Several Plants Open 
Operations on 1938 Models; August Car Sales Estimated at 285,000; 
Survey of Rising Costs Shows Need for a Price Rise on 1938 Cars 


Although several plants have started 

Week’s Output operations on 1938 models, production of 
Dips Slightly cars and trucks the current week will 
to 29,910 dip slightly to 29,910 units, according to 
ADN estimates. This compares with 38,- 

503 units turned out in the previous week and 30,178 in 
the corresponding week of 1936. The slight decline is at- 
tributable to curtailment of operations at Chevrolet and 
Ford, both of which have been cleaning up 1937 models. 


Ford, which has been finishing up on this year’s cars 
for the past few weeks, expects to complete around 15,000 
jobs the current week, ending Sept. 18, before changing 
over to next year’s models. This figure is sufficient to give 
that company leadership this week among the industry’s 
individual producers. Operations at Lincoln, which have 
been stilled past few weeks, are expected to resume some 
time next week on 1938 models. 

With Buick leading the way in production of 1938 
models, the General Motors group figures to turn out 
around 6,500 jobs this week. Buick, in its second week of 
work on the new models, should complete about 4,000 
jobs, while Oldsmobile, which also re-enters the picture 
this week, figures to run off about 2,500 cars. The GM 
total compares with 12,085 units produced last week and 
only 813 in the corresponding week of last year. 


Practically all of the Chrysler divisions are working on 
display models of the 1938 cars this week, and it is be- 
lieved the group will turn out around 1,100 units the cur- 
rent week. This total is expected to be stepped up grad- 
ually, and with start of operations at Chrysler the group’s 
total should be near normal in a few weeks. Plymouth 
likely -will turn out about 200 jobs this week, with 500 
probable at Dodge and 200 at De Soto. 

Studebaker continues in the vanguard of the independ- 
ent producers, with 2,690 of its 1938 cars and trucks sched- 
uled for production this week. Operations have been re- 
sumed at Nash-LaFayette, where 500 units are carded for 
the week; Hudson-Terraplane, with 200, and Willys with 
around 500. Packard, which turned out 200 of the new 
cars last week, has stepped up operations slightly to 300 
this week. Graham, which expects to finish up 1937 models 
this week, has 320 units scheduled for the current week. 
The miscellaneous group will account for approximately 
4,000 units, according to ADN figures.

Indications that price revisions may be 
expected with the advent of new models 
is seen in the fact that no prices have 
been announced on the lines already 
shown to the gentlemen of the press to 
date. Just to what extent revisions upward will be made 
is still to be seen, but a release by the Automobile Manu-

facturers’ Assn. showing that the cost of raw materials 
to the industry has increased 20 per cent is food for 
thought. 

The release points out that body sheet steel has risen 
20 per cent over last year. Forgings have climbed 17 per 
cent and cast iron has sky-rocketed 27 per cent. These 
three items account for approximately half the entire cost 
of a car. Wool and related fibres, which represent ap- 
proximately one-tenth of the car cost, likewise have 
risen 11 per cent. Rubber, which is about one-seventh 
of the entire car cost, has gone up 15 per cent. Copper 
is up 45 per cent, lead 28 per cent and zinc 38 per cent. 
These are important cost items on car construction. 

Other raw materials such as cotton, tin and chemicals 
also are considerably above last year’s levels, according 
to the AMA report, but in spite of this fact labor costs 
still lead the list in increases. Just what these items will 
mean when translated into increased car prices cannot 
be known until the 1938 lists are revealed. There is reason 
to believe, however, that the 1938 models will have to be 
lifted considerably above the current model prices and 
these prices have been upped during the past few months. 

That price increases are not materially affecting new 
car sales is shown by the fact that General Motors during 
August reached a new all-time mark for that month in 
its history. In any case, higher new car prices with the 
1938 model introductions would do much to strengthen 
the used car market—which would be a very agreeable 
development for dealers this fall.

Buick Improvements 

Flint.—Two outstanding engi- 
neering advances on the 1938 
Buicks were revealed here Mon- 
day by President Harlow H. Cur- 
tice at a press preview of the 
new models. One of the improve- 
ments is a new rear-end suspen- 
sion, using coil springs instead of 
semi-elliptic springs, while the 
second is a development in engine 
design which is said to step up 
power nearly 10 per cent along 
with an improvement in economy.

Based on reports from 14 states, ADN 
estimates new passenger car sales for 
August at 285,000 units, which would 
eclipse last year’s total of 262,912 sales 
by roughly 20,000 units. The month’s 
figure, if the estimate holds true, would be about 70,000 
below the 365,000 registrations recorded in July of this 
year. 

The 14 states heard from to date account for a total 
of 48,426 sales compared with 44,224 in the corresponding 
period of 1936. Since the latter figure represents about 17 
per cent of the final month’s total last year, it is believed 
the total for August of this year will approximate 285,000 
units. 

Including the 14 states so far reported, the total since 
Jan. 1 are 2,402,313 car sales as against 2,245,372 in the 
same period of last year. The 1937 figure does not include 
Wisconsin registrations, publication of which are banned 
by a new Wisconsin law which went into effect July 1, 
but the state is estimated to have registered around 8,500 
cars during July. This would bring the total-to-date figure 
for this year to 2,410,815.

With 15 states heard from, sale of 
trucks during August is estimated by 
ADN at around 60,000 units, with the - 
possibility that the final total may go 
slightly over that mark. Even if the 
more conservative figure materializes, August registra- 
tions will exceed the 59,222 sales recorded in August of 
last year. 

The 15 states so far accounted for have reported a total 
of 12,661 units as compared with 12,038 in the same period 
of 1936. With this latter figure representing about 20 per 
cent of the final 1936 total, it would indicate August, 1937, 
total at about 60,000 units. 


The totals since Jan. 1 are 414,192 units, as against 
393,952 in the corresponding period of last year.
